The speed of the PRODUCTION pump is set by SUPPLY, 
while that of the CONSUMPTION pump is 
set by DEMAND. 




If they balance out or 
if they both vary in a 
SYNCHRONISED manner, the 
LOLLI keeps the same 
density: PRICES are STABLE. 


If the CONSUMPTION pump starts to "pull 
more" and the LEVE1 OF PRODUCTION doesn't 
keep up, THE LOLLI is stretched out, it's 
density is reduced and PRICES CLIMB. 
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So prices fix themselves automatically

A certain MASS OF ERCOL per 
second passes through the 
PROPUCTION pump.

This production tool is delivered with 
a full tank of ERGOL so their is an increase 
in WORKFOrCE which naturally tends to increase 
the DENSITY OF THE LOLLY (and so make prices fall). 
It's normal, in a growth phase, to add a few bubbles, 
that is to say, increase the MONETARY VOLUME, in order to 
maintain PRICE STABILITY.

The circulation of LOLLI is burdened with many diversions and 
various charge losses. The ergol drives a turbine linked to a 
generator, immediately downstream of the production pump. Part 
of the energy thus used is sent into the charge circuit called 
SOCIAL CHARGES. Another part goes into PRODUCTION COSTS and 
the rest is used to warm Mr LOLLIMAKER's footbaths. 





















The KAPITAL TANK is fed by AFTER-TAX PROFITS and 
by something we call SAVINGS 




And conversely, LOLLI in the expansion 
tank can be sent to two turbines, linked 
to generators, one feeding my machine, 
that's innovation and modernisation, the 
other is called COMMERCIAL CREDIT. 


On his side the SINISTER OF FINANCE has a similar 
tank. It's fed by taxes. First is TAX ON PROFITS. 
Then a DIRECT TAX, on INCOME and finally, upstream
